ATLANTIC CITY—(AP) — A 


sex hormone treatment has made 
some men fertile again, and some 
of them have become fathers. 
'The method was reported today 
in an exhibit at' the American 
Medical Association's 100th an- 
nual session by Drs. Norris J. 
Heckel, John E. Baylor and James 
McDonald of the University of 
Illinois' college of medicine. 


The hormone js testosterone, the 


male sex hormone. It restored fer- 
tility in 23 of 36 men who re- 
ceived it. Five have fathered chil- 
dren. 


All 36 were low in fertility. They 


did not produce enough sperm, the 
male sex cells. They all produced 
much less than 75 million sperm 
at a time, where normal produc- 
tion is 200 to 400 millions. 


The hormone treatment is ad- 


vised only for some men who are 
not fertile enough, the physicians 
said. There are many different 
causes of infertility in men.

Newspaper Charges Abuses at 
Dixon State Hospital; State 
Asks Immediate Investigation 


CHICAGO—(AP)—An immediate investigation of re- 


ports that Dixon state hospital patients have been abused 
was ordered today by Fred K. Hoehler, Illinois director of 
public welfare. 


The charges were made in the Chicago Daily News today 


in the first of a series of articles by Reporter Center Dahl. 


Dahl reported that he gathered his material by working 


as an attendant at the Dixon institution which houses more 
than 4,800 inmates. 


Dahl said in getting the job "I gave imaginary references 


and said I was experienced only as a factory worker." He 
said he was given no training, but assigned immediately to 
work in a ward for boys. 


Used Strap 


He said 150 boys were housed in a room 30 by 60 feet. 


He said another attendant "used the strap without hesita- 
tion on boys not sitting in chairs or who were talking." 
Center reported morale of employes "is low because of im- 
possible working conditions; meager pay, poor hours, no 
regular days off, no feeling of security." 


Hoehler said today he had asked Dr. Samuel W. Hamil- 


ton, a consultant on administration and rehabilitation in 
mental health institutions, to go to Dixon immediately and 
investigate. 


Collide at Grand Detour 


Dr. Hamilton, who retired re- 


cently as superintendent of the 
Essex County Overbrook mental 
hospital at Cedar Grove, N. Y., 
was in Chicago preparatory 
to 


making a general survey of the 
state's mental hospitals. He for- 
merly was on the staff of the U. S. 
Public Health service in the de- 
partment of mental health. 


Promises Dismissal 


Hoehler said that if Dr. Hamil- 


ton's check-up disclosed that any 
employe "has been lacking in un- 
derstanding of these patients or 
sympathy for them, I will move 
for his immediate dismissal." 


The Dixon institution is superin- 


tended by Dr. C. K. Bush. 


Earlier, Dr. Bush told The Dixon 


Evening Telegraph that he would 
request "names" before instigating 
a personal 'investigation of the 
newspaper charges. 


He said he would request of The 


Chicago Daily News "specific" in- 
stances of "bjutality and cruelty" 
alluded to in the first of a series 
of "inside" stories at the hospital. 


Then, said Bush, he would act 


to dismiss those employes or cor- 
rect the conditions purportedly 
existing as the result of the con- 
duct of those employes. 


'All employes are instructed not 


to mentally or physically mistreat 
the patients here," aaid Dr. Bush. 
He also said that employes are 
requested to report to their su- 
periors any acts of mistreatments. 
Employed 10 Days 


The Chicago Daily News Writer, 


Center Dahl, gained employment 
at the hospital several weeks ago 
and as an attendant for 10 days 
secured information on which he 
based a series of articles, the first 
of which was published today. 


In today's story, he charged that 


visitors at the hospital "don't see 
as I did that many of these "stu- 
dents" are whipped with straps, 
beaten with boards, kicked and 
otherwise abused when returned 
to their wards." . 


He also wrote that as a result 


of his stay there he observed 
"some fine work being done to re- 
habilitate inmates and prepare 
them for happier lives outside. 
Not Enough 


"Unfortunately," the article con- 


tinued, "there is not enough of 
the good and too much of the bad. 


"There is inordinate overcrowd- 


ing—more than 4,800 inmates liv- 
ing in an institution with a rated 
capacity of only 3,000. 


"Employe morale is low because 


of impossible working conditions; 
meager pay, poor hours no regular 
days off, no feeling of security. 


"The casual visitor, even par- 


ents and friends, cannot know the 
whole story. 


"They see only the good." 
The Daily News series is be- 


lieved to have its background in 
the dismissal in April of Dr. Lot- 
tie Lande, child expert, from the 
hospital staff. 


When she was dismissed, Dr. 


Lande, in a letter to the governor, 
declared that "conditions at this 
institution have been rapidly de- 
teriorating"

ion will start in about two weeks 
when the Columbia Broadcasting 
System begins the nation's first 
regular commercial telecasts in 
color.

Most larger manufacturers have 


taken a wait-and-see attitude be- 
fore making production plans fcfj 
sets for CBS color, which had • 
strong opposition from set-mak- 
ing circles. However, practically 
every manufacturer has designed 
such sets for production in the 
event there is a strong demand for 
color sets. 


No color television sets or con- 


verters currently are coming" off 
production lines, and prospects 
are it will be at least three months 
before the first few dozens reaqj 
the market. After that production 
will depend on public demand and 
the amount of critical materials 
available. 


It also will depend to a con- 


siderable extent on how fast color 
telecasts spread to other cities', 
and what the other networks and 
individuals do. 
30 Hours A Week 


CBS says it plans to have a 


minimum of 20 hours of color <'$• 
week on the air by faJl, and to 
extend the programs to other sta- 
tions on its network routes. The 
telecasts will be largely outside 
regular program hours. 


Any present set can be con- 


verted to receive CBS color, but 
the most desirable method de- 
pends on the size of the screen. 
The converters that fit directly 
in front of the viewing tube have 
a practical limit of 12 Vi inc1^ 
picture. Owners of large screen 
sets might find it more practical 
to buy one of the separate viewing 
attachments, called "slave units," 
so they could sec color in the 
smaller size on it and switch back 
to the big screen for black and 
white. 
Years Away 


As the battle of color proceeded, 


all sides made it clear that present 
black and white television wouUL 
continue bigger and better tha.* 
ever and that any question of 
eventually switching entirely to 
color was years away. 


CBS has declared that it expects 


the transition to color to be a 
gradual, orderly process over the 
years. Chairman Wayne Coy of 
the FCC has forecast that color 
will gradually move into the pic- 
ture without causing any upheaval 
in telecasting. And he emphasize^ 
the door remains open for adop- 
tion of a better system if one 
conies along.

The remainder would be held in reserve, capable of 
being mobilized on three days' notice. 


It's questionable whether French soldiers resting com- b>' 


fortably in their homes would act as an effective deterrent 
to a Russia intent on aggression in Western Europe. Three 
days is a long time in this age of sudden assault. 


Reports from France indicate that the French are not 


yet even preparing ground installations to receive the troops 
of the expanding European force. 


By fall, the flow of American arms abroad will be sub- 


stantial. If Eisenhower's mission is to have any meaning, 
the troops should be on hand to use those weapons. 


Until America committed fresh forces to Europe to bol- 


ster Allied morale, the burden of proof of earnest purpose 
was upon us. Now it is upon the Europeans, and particularly 
the French. 


The time for alibis, legitimate or otherwise, is passing. 


Not even the shortage of officers caused by French partici- 
pation in the Indo-China fighting car. be an excuse. For 
that war is not likely to end soon, and Europe's defense 
can't be left to chance until it is concluded. 


In the last half of 1951 the world will learn much about 


how the French value their freedom.

The Doctor Says; 


Treat Poison Ivy EarlyJ 
For Best Chance of Curefi 


By EDWIN P. JORDAN, M.D. 


My favorite story about poison 


ivy occurred several years .ago 
when I found a city-bred lady on 
the beach one hot day fanning off 
the flies with a fine sprig of poison 
Ivy. As expected she later had a 
rather unpleasant few days. 


Poison ivy (and poison oak and 


sumach) are principally summer 
troubles, not because they are 
poisonous at that time of the year 
only, but principally because more 
people are roaming around the 
countryside in warm weather and 
therefore more likely to come in 
contact with them. Actually the 
irritating oil which they contain 
can produce trouble in the dead of 
winter, and sometaimes difficulty 
has developed merely from being 
in the smoke of a fire in which 
poison ivy was being burned. 


But this is really a summer 


com'plaint and is better avoided 
than treated. The most important 
thing is that anyone who is re- 
motely likely to go near a-place 
where poison ivy • grows should 
learn to recognize this plant with 
its shiny three pointed leaf. It can 
then be avoided like "poison." Not 
all people are equally sensitive to 
the oil of this plant. Some people 
break out even if they just walk 
by the plant. Othersi claim that 
they never get it, but nearly every 


doctor has seen patients with se- 
vere skin irritations from this 
source who boasted and were care- 
less once too often. 
WASH IMMEDIATELY 


In spite of precautions there will 


continue to be some who come i5> 
contact with poison ivy. If this is 
discovered at the time the best 
thing to do is to wash the skin 
which came in contact two or 
three times with soap and water— 
and just as soon as possible. 


For small skin irritations cala- 


mine lotion or crystals of potas- 
sium permanganate dissolved in 
water (the latter stains the skin) 
are often useful and will help tQ 
prevent the irritation from spread- 
ing. The spreading, incidentally, 
can be done by'scratching or rub- 
bing since the oil is so irritating 
that even a small amount carried 
by the hand can cause trouble 
elsewhere. For cases in which a 
large area of the skin is involved, 
professional attention is usually 
necessary.

So potent is the power of. hypno- 


tism in an expert's hands, says Dr. 
Polgar, Hungarian-born psycholo- 
gist, that all TV shows featuring 
hypnotism actually have to be han- 
dled carefully. 


In England, he said, a hypno- 


tist told volunteers in front of the 
camera that he would'put them to 
sleep. He told them openly and di- 
rectly. They fell asleep. But so 
did the man in the control room 
and the program went haywire. 
Hypnotism on television promptly 
was banned in England. 


Might Blow Tube 


Dr. Polgar has staged hypno- 


tism shows on TV, but takes pre- 
caution not to hypnotize the people 
at home. They could easily take 
the suggestion and fall asleep, he 
explained. But your set might blow 
a tube before he gave the signal 
to xvake up, and you might sleep 
or be in a daze for several days. 


On TV, Dr. Polgar always works 


on his volunteers indirectly. He 
may give them cards to read. The 
card say he will hypnotize them, 
that they are feeling sleepy, that 
they will fall asleep a few mo 
ments after starting to conccn 
trate on two dots on the card. O 
he may hypnotize them by tele 
phone, with each volunteer wea 
ing headphones. 


Hypnotized Million;. 


In the last 31 years, Df. Polga 


estimates he has hypnotized a mi 
lion persons, mostly during lee 
tures that take him on tour 
throughout the c o u n t r y . H 
dresses and acts like a friendl 
business man. His show also fea 
tures memory demonstrations an 
skill at finding hidden object. Th 
hypnotism part is one of the big 
gest appeals, but hypnotism sti 
is often misunderstood, he said.

conscious mind. 


Planning Show 


Dr. Polgar doesn't treat individ- 


uals with hypnosis. He's more in 
tcrestcd, he explained, in using 
hypnotism and memory demon- 
strations to entertain while indi- 
cating how much more science has 
to learn about the workings of the 
human mind. 


He's planning a television show 


of fun with the mind, using not 
hypnotism but memory and per- 
ception games to show people what 
they can do themselves. 


Dr. Polgar doesn't know from 


personal experience how it feels to 
be hypnotised, 


"I don't think." he said, ."that 


anyone could hypnotize me now."

amateur trying it on Tolgar would 
fall asleep himself.

Would Bomb 
Air Bases, 
Have Blockade 


Refutes Acheson, 
Says That He Gave 
False Impression 


WASHINGTON — (AP) — Lt. 


Gen. Albert C. Wedemeyer. back- 
ing up Gen. Douglas MacArthur, 
today denied that a report they 
made in 1945 favored bringing the 
Communists into a coalition gov- 
ernment in China. 


Testifying at the senate inquiry 


into MacArthur's dismissal Wede- 
meyer hit back hard at some of 
the testimony Secretary of State 
Acheson gave the senators last 
week. 


(Senator Brewster (R-Maine), 


who left the closed door hearing, 
told reporters Wedemeyer also had 
testified he favored bombing Chin- 
ese bases in Manchuria, as Mac- 
Arthur has proposed, and would 
do it even if it meant war with 
Russia. 


(Wedemeyer also urged, Brew- 


ster added, that the United States 
"go it alone" on naval blockade 
of China if other United Nations 
allies refuse to impose such a 
blockade.) 


Gave Erroneous Impression 
Wedemeyer told the senators: 
1. Acheson took "out of con- 


text" statements from a 1945 mes- 
sage from the military command- 
ers in the Far East which gave 
some senators the impression that 
MacArthur and Wederaeyer favor- 
ed the Truman administration's 
plan at that time to bring the 
Chinese Nationalists and Commu- 
nists into a coalition government. 


2. 'Acheson gave "an erroneous 


impression" that he (Wedemeyer) 
had shared the state department's 
"pessimistic views" in 1949 that 
Formosa, island stronghold of the 
Nationalists, would fall to the 
Communists. 


Becomes Sharp Issue 


Those "pessimistic views" were 


expressed in a document the state 
department circulated to its repre- 
sentatives abroad. 


MacArthur's views In 1945 on 


whether the Chinese Communists 
and Nationalists should be brought 
together In a coalition government 
became a sharp issue of the sen- 
ate inquiry over the weekend. It 
stemmed from Archeson's testi- 
mony last week. 


Acheson read a 1945 message 


from Tokyo which quoted Mac- 
Arthur, Wedemeyer and Adm. 
Raymond Spruance as favoring 
steps to "bring together and to 
effect a compromise beetween the 
major opposing groups in order 
to promote a unified Democratic 
China." 


Some senators interpreted the 


message as meaning the three men 
backed an effort Gen. George C. 
Marshall made later to bring the 
Chinese Nationalists and Commu- 
nists together. 


MacArthur himself said Satur- 


day that any inference he ever fa- 
vored effecting a political coali- 
tion of "such diametrically opposed 
and irresconcialable forces" was 
"a prevarication without color or 
factual support."

"Suppose one of those fire- 


crackers exploded right at Mantle's 
eye level or a bottle hit him in the 
head. A foolish stunt could cut 
short a man's career or even cost 
him his eyesight." 


He mentioned a stone throwing 


episode in Detroit, too, and de- 
clared: 


'I'll pull the Yankees off the 


field if these things keep happen- 
ing. Maybe when I do the ball park 
owners will hire the 25 additional 
cops needed to keep order." 


Lane- Snaps Back 


Frank Lane, general manager of

lots of compliments on it." 


While he was at it, Lane took 


another crack at Stengel because 
the Yankee relief hurlers refused 
to take advantage of the new auto- 
mobile which the Sox management 
furnishes for Uie pitcher to take 
the long trip from the bull pen to 
the pitchers' mound.

«gg masses were found in the East 
St. Louis market garden area dur- 
ing the week. He said eggs may be 
expected on advanced fields of 
tarly market corn in Northern 
counties within a week. 


Of other developments, Decker 


•aid: 


"Growers with corn just begin- 


ning to tassel or that shows tas- 
sels within a week, who plan to 
spray should watch their fields for 
signs of egg hatching. Treatment 
of corn should be started with the 
first egg hatch. 


Light Infestations 


"It still appears that the first 


generation borer infestation will 
be light and that only the earliest 
planted corn may require treat- 
ment. Many moths, it now appears, 
will be forced to lay eggs on small 
trains, weeds and small corn 
where the borer survival will be 
low. 


"No treatment of field com is 


Indicated for the next week or 10 
days. 


"The greenbugs threat is mate- 


rially reduced but small grain 
fields, particularly barley and thin 
wheat in east central and north- 
eastern counties should be watched 
from now until harvest."

Russia Rejects 
U. & Plan for 
Japan Peace 


MOSCOW, (AP) — Russia de- 


manded yesterday that all nations 
who fought Japan in World War 
II be invited to a peace conference 
in July or Ougust. One of the coun- 
tries invited would be Communist 
China. 


The demand was included In a 


ID-page note handed U. S. Ambas- 
sador Alan G. Kirk by Deputy For- 
eign Minister V. A. Zorin. It re- 
plied to an American note dated 
May 19. 


The Russian note reiterated that 


a council of foreign ministers in- 
cluding Russia, the United States, 
Britain, France and Communist 
China was the proper forum for 
preparation of the treaty for con- 
sideration by the larger group. 


Reject Invitation 


The Soviets called also for sign- 


Ing of any peace treaty by all na- 
tions which fought Japan, rather 
than conclusion of separate treat- 
ies, and said all the wartime allies 
must participate in preparation of 
the treaty1. Russia again rejected 


an American invitation to negoti- 
ate with the U. S. on the U. S.- 
proposed draft of the treaty. 


The Soviet note said it consider- 


ed the following basic in any con- 
sideration of a peace treaty for 
Japan: 


1. The pt-aco treaty" must be 


multilateral, not cppurate, from 
which not one country partici- 
pating in the war with Japan 
must l>e excluded from the prep- 
aration ami bignature of the 
treaty." 


2. It "must be worked out on
